SUBJECT: ERVIN REPATRIATION 

1. CONGEN HAS EXPLORED POSSIBILITY OF ERVIN'S ENTRY INTO 
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THEY WOULD PROBABLY ACCEPT HIM IF REQUESTED BY CZECH 
AUTHORITIES TO DO SO. AS REPUTED AMERICAN WITH PERHAPS 
SHAKY DOCUMENTATION, BAVARIAN BORDER AUTHORITIES WOULD 
ORDINARILY THEN TURN HIM OVER TO US MILITARY WHO, IN PAST 
INSTANCES, HAVE SIMPLY TRANSPORTED NON-MILITARY AMERICAN 
CITIZENS OR PERSONS CLAIMING TO BE AMERICANS AND DUMPED 
THEM ON CONGEN IN MUNICH. IF, ON OTHER HAND, WE CAN PRO- 
VIDE BORDER AUTHORITIES ADVANCE INFORMATION AS TO CRIMINAL 
ACTS OF SUBJECT, BORDER AUTHORITIES WOULD CUSTOMARILY 
ARREST SUBJECT AND DETAIN PENDING ONWARD MOVEMENT (RE- 
PATRIATION, EXPULSION, ETC.) THUS, AS FAR AS CONGEN CAN 
JUDGE, GERMANS LIKELY ACCEPT ERVIN AT BORDER, SHOULD 
CZECHS CHOOSE EXPEL HIM. FYI CONGEN ALSO BELIEVES CZECHS 
MIGHT CHOOSE AUSTRIAN BORDER TO EXPEL ERVIN WHICH MIGHT 
BE SOMEWHAT LESS DIFFICULT FOR THEM. END FYI 

2. CONGEN HAS GIVEN ONLY ESSENTIAL INFORMATION TO BORDER 
AUTHORITIES UP TILL NOW, PRIMARILY TO ALERT THEM IN 
ADVANCE OF PRECIPITATE ACTION BY THE CZECHS. EMBASSY 
PRAGUE SHOULD INFORM CONGEN ON URGENT BASIS IF EMBASSY 
SHOULD LEARN EXPULSION BY CZECHS IMMINENT. AT THAT TIME, 
CONGEN WILL INFORM BORDER AUTHORITIES OF ERVIN S BACK- 
GROUND, WHICH WOULD PROBABLY BE ENOUGH FOR BORDER AUTHORI- 
TIES TO ARREST ERVIN (AIR PIRACY AND KIDNAPPING REPORTEDLY 
ALSO CRIMINAL OFFENSES UNDER GERMAN LAW) AND KEEP IN 
SECURITY DETENTION. EMBASSY PRAGUE REQUESTED TO INFORM 
CONGEN IF IT IS DESIRED TO OBTAIN FIRM ADVANCE COMMITMENT 

OF WILLINGNESS BORDER AUTHORITIES TO ACCEPT ERVIN AT 
BORDER. 

3. CONGEN WILL APPRECIATE INFORMATION WHETHER ERVIN'S 
INDICTMENT IN US COURTS CONSTITUTES OFFENSE FALLING WITHIN 
PROVISIONS OF EXTRADITION AGREEMENT OR UNDERSTANDING 
BETWEEN US AND FRG. EXTRADITION OR POSSIBILITY THERE OF 
WOULD BE ACCEPTED BY GERMAN AUTHORITIES AS GROUNDS TO 
PROHIBIT GRANTING OF ASYLUM, POLITICAL, OR OTHERWISE, TO 
ERVIN. 

4. WOULD IT BE POSSIBLE FOR US MARSHALS PREVIOUSLY 
SCHEDULED TO ASSUME SERVEILLANCE IN LONDON (STATE'S 
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143885) TO ACT IN SIMILAR CAPACITY IN FRG? IF NOT, COULD 
ALTERNATIVE PROCEDURES BE WORKED OUT? US MILITARY AUTHOR 
ITIES WILL PROBABLY CONSIDER THEY HAVE NO JURISDICTION IN 

THIS PROBLEM, ALTHOUGH SOME ASSISTANCE MIGHT BE FORTH- 
COMING SUCH AS MEDICAL OR AIR EVACUATION. GERMANS WILL 
LIKELY ASK FOR ADVANCE ASSURANCES US GOVERNMENT WILL 
ASSUME RESPONSIBILITY FOR FURTHER MOVEMENT OUT OF GERMANY. 
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5. CONGEN ASSUMES ERVIN HAS AND WILL HAVE ON OFFICIAL 
DOCUMENTATION OTHER THAN CUBAN TRAVEL DOCUMENT IF AND 
WHEN HE IS EXPELLED. CONGEN WOULD APPRECIATE KNOWING WHO 
PRESENTLY HAS US TRAVEL DOCUMENT MENTIONED IN STATE'S 
143885 AND HOW IT IS PROPOSED TO DELIVER TO CONGEN IF 
NECESSARY FOR ERVIN S POSSIBLE DEPARTURE GERMANY. 

6. SINCE EXPULSION TO AUSTRIA CANNOT BE EXCLUDED, CONGEN 
SUGGESTS ALL PREVIOUS MESSAGES BE REPEATED EMBASSY VIENNA.
